Linden Viburnum 





HE viburnum clan contains several 

excellent shrubs for the small prop- 

erty. Among these is the linden 
viburnum, so named because the leaves 
are somewhat the same size and shape 
as those of the linden tree. 

This viburnum is a native of China 
and Japan where it is a highly prized 
garden plant. Nearly half of the better 
ornamental woody plants in our Ameri- 
can gardens originally come from China 
and japan and it is interesting to note 


that this one, at least, is as highly 
valued as an ornamental in its native 
land as it is here. 


Most viburnums are not particular 
about the kind of soil in which they 
grow, and this one is no exception. It 
does well in either acid or alkaline soils 
but, like most other plants. the more 
organic material present about the roots. 
the better it will grow and fruit. 

The linden viburnum is_ perfectly 
hardy from Boston to Cleveland south- 
ward, but may have to be grown in pro- 
tected places in the Chicago area. Like 
many other plants, it responds well to 
a normal moisture supply and, if the 
ground in which it is planted is given 
the minimum amount of attention re- 
quired of any good garden soil, the 
linden viburnum should, continue to 
thrive year after year. 

In appearance it is a densely rounded 
bush which may eventually grow 9 feet 
tall but it is usually seen at a height, 
below eye level. The flowers are very

they are borne in large 3- to 5-inch 
clusters that are very conspicuous. These 
clusters are a creamy white color, all are 
Hat and produced promiscuously about 


the plant so 
covered with 
early June. 

Each one of these individual flowers 
eventually produces a small red _ fruit 
about % inch long. It is the clusters of 
these fruits that make the plant such 
an excellent ornamental for by early 
September they begin to turn a bright 
red color visible from quite a distance. 
These fruits do not fall off as soon as 
they are ripe like the fruits of Siebold’s 
viburnum, but remain on the plant 
many weeks, sometimes all winter. 

There is a yellow fruiting variety but 
it is unfortunately almost impossible to 
find a commercial nurseryman who 
grows it. No better than the red fruited 
form, it is merely used in combination 
with it for special fall displays. 

The autumn color of the foliage is 
russet red, not brilliant but neverthe 
less distinguishable as a good autumn 
color. The linden viburnum must ce! 
tainly have been in this country fo: 
nearly a century, yet it is not well known 
today. The taller-growing American 
highbush cranberry, Viburnum ameri 
canum, and its European counterpart 
V. opulus, are more common, probably 
because they are larger shrubs with more 
conspicuous flowers and larger fruits.

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However, the linden viburnum makes 
much lower and denser plant, especially 
well suited to growing on the small 
place. Taller viburnums are needed in 
some places, especially where back- 
ground material is wanted, but this 
plant makes an excellent specimen by 
itself or it can be used to advantage in 
front of the shrub border where it will 
quickly show off its good qualities. 

Most viburnums are not affected by 
serious insect or disease pests. As far as 
I know, the linden viburnum has none. 
The twigs and leaves are slightly pubes- 
cent and these hairs seem to be stiff 
enough to discourage insects, especially 
the plant lice which sometimes seriously 
infest plants of the European snowball 
V. opulus roseum. 

Propagation is easily accomplished by 
seeds or cuttings. Either hardwood or 
softwood cuttings can be used and. if 
one is working with one of the newly 
recommended little propagating outfits 
using polyethylene film as a covering 
for medium and cuttings alike. 
should not be difficult. (Also, see “Prop- 
agating with Plastic” in the July 
FLOWER GROWER. ) 

So, given plenty of sunshine and good

into the garden several times each year.

FALL HINTS... 


Burning off vacant lots or any 
surface vegetation does add a cer- 
tain amount of readily available 
minerals to the soil and kills some 
weeds. But this practice destroys 
all organic matter and robs the 
soil organisms of food essential to _ ! 
their proper functioning. It is 
better to work the plant materials 
into the soil or make a compost 
pile. Then all of the nutrients will 
be of use to following crops and the 
land will be permanently enriched. 


Leaves should not be plowed into 
the soil unless partly decomposed. 
To bring about decay, either place 
them on a compost pile or make 
a leaf pile 4 feet wide and any 
desired length. Each 12-inch layer 
should be sprinkled with a com- 
plete fertilizer (4-12-4) at the rate 
of 150 pounds for each ton of 
leaves. Lime should be added, 50 
pounds to the ton. In this way, 
leafmold is made without using 
soil. It will take about a year to 
make proper leafmold.

WHEN AUTUMN COMES, you have a hun- 
dred ways‘to improve your garden .. . its 
looks, its health, its prospects for next spring. 
Cool eather makes it easy to get things 
done: there is less rush than when you are 
d@iig spring chores. Here is a check list of 
full gardening ideas to make it easy to be sure 
that everything is done. Take out your pen 
or pencil and mark the ideas that fit your 
garden, just as you make a list of things to 
order for fall planting. 

LAWNS. Seeding and feeding are best done 
now. There is less weed competition and grass 
zrows best, most places, in autumn, Cut and 
remove crab grass before it sheds its seeds. 
Clean out other weeds too. Loosen the soil in 
hare patches, work in grass fertilizer or a 
complete plant food, then sow with a grass 
mixture suited to your conditions, If  fall- 
planted grass gets an early, strong start, it 
cam stand the late fall raking of leaves with- 
out damage. 

Even on a good lawn, plant food and extra 
seed are advisable. For such “extra” growth 
use 3 pounds plant food and 14 pound grass 
seed to 100 square feet. 

In making a new lawn in the fall. dig the 
area and mix peat moss and plant food with 
the surface soil. If extra topsoil is needed 
put on at least 2 inches. Rake and roll two 
or three times to get an even, firm surface. 
Sow 1% pound grass seed per 100 square feet. 
Rake and finally roll using a 200 pound 
roller. 

HOUS< PLANTS. It’s time to take in house 
plants, and to dig up and pot others to be 
use@ indoors. Geraniums. actively 
petunias, and dwarf salvia are suitable. Cut

away a third of the tops before digging: pot 
firmly, water, and keep in a warm place. 
PLANTING TREES AND SHRUBS. Trans- 
plant evergreens any September 
or early October. 


time in 
This applies to conifers. 
pine, spruce, hemlock and the like and the 
broadleaved kinds: rhododendrons. mountain 
laurel, azaleas and similar plants. All growth 
has matured. The plants come with a ball of 
soil. Set the plants at same depth they were 
in the nursery. Their roots are near the sur- 
face and will be injured if buried deeply. All 


must be watered thoroughly and the soil 
packed against the ball. Mix good soil with 
peat moss or humus plus a handful of 5-10-5 
fertilizer per plant. 

Late September and October is also time 
for ordering and transplanting the deciduous 
(leaf dropping) trees and shrubs. The few 
possible exceptions are magnolia, — birch, 
eherry and dogwood, although when dug from 
the nursery dogwood is safe. 

Unless the trees or shrubs are large. a ball 
necessary. Most shade and 
flowering trees up to 10 feet high can be 
transplanted bareroot. However, keep the 
roots moistened until planted. Pack screened

soil between the roots and flood with water. 
Single stemmed trees planted this way should 
be secured to two stakes. 

THE LATE FLOWERS. Dahlias. chrysanthe- 
mums, and need water now, but no 
fertilizer. Overfeeding may result in soft 
plants that may be injured by winter freezing. 
Dahlia roots may become too soft for storage. 
Dust them or spray with sulphur or an all- 
purpose chemical to prevent mildew. Stake 
and tie tall plants against September winds. 

LILIES. Madonna, canadense, martagon, 
superbum and the Washington lily, all known 
as.base rooting. are planted in early autumn. 
The other, or stem-rooting kinds, are planted 
either in late autumn or early Spring. Base 
rooting kinds start growing immediately. 
Cover the bulb top with no more than 3 inches 
of soil. The soil must be well drained. 

PEONIES, IRIS, OTHER PERENNIALS. Peonies 
are also lifted, divided and replanted in 
autumn. The whole plant is carefully raised 
the soil washed out from the roots and the 
plant separated into sections—each - sectio1 
or piegé with no less than three eyes (buds) :

Roots of bleedingheart are handled 
similarly. Exceptionally brittle, they are 
more easily separated if allowed to dry 
somewhat in the sun. 

Iris clumps can be separated too, at 
this time. If the sections are not too 
small, three to four roots (rhizomes), 
they will flower next year. 

Perennials of all kinds can be lifted, 
divided and replanted October to early 
November. Prepare the soil and incor- 
porate manure or compost with bone 
meal and superphosphate before replant- 
ing. 

THE HARVEST: BULBS AND ROOTS. 
Cut the tops of dahlias, cannas, and 
tuberous begonias soon after the first 
frost. Leave 6 inches of a stub for han- 
dling dahlias. Begonias and cannas are 
stored with all possible soil on the roots 
to keep them from drying out. Ordinary 
cellar conditions are suitable. 

Dahlia roots must dry slowly. Leave in 
a place out of the sun. When the soil 
dries on the roots, clean them off, reduce 
the old stem stub still more and store in 
peatmoss, ashes, or sawdust in a cool 
cellar or garage where they will not 
freeze. 

Gladiolus can be lifted before frost, 
or as soon as the leaves turn brown. Dig 
with the leaves attached. Dry as soon as 
possible, then cut off the leaves, remove 
the paper-like covering from around the 
bulbs (corms) and, before storing, dust 
with a 3 percent DDT dust. Discard 
spotted and diseased corms, and the old 
shrivelled corms. Store in shallow boxes 
or mesh onion bags. Old nylon stockings 
do well too. 

VEGETABLE STORAGE. Beets. carrots, 
parsnips, potatoes (late) must be stored 
in a cool place. All except the potatoes 
could stay outdoors for a longer time by 
ridging soil over the rows in the garden. 
Other means of storage are pits dug in 
the ground and the vegetables covered 
with boards and hay. For small lots 
bushel baskets, or boxes submerged in 
the ground will do. Celery can be kept 
by covering with soil in the row. Cabbage 
is best dug and put in a cold cellar or pit. 

Eggplant, peppers, and pumpkins must 
be stored where the temperature is mild. 
Tomatoes picked before frost and _ indi- 
vidually wrapped in newspaper will 
ripen in 2 weeks. 

Radishes, lettuce, endive and other 
greens can be carried along in the gar- 
den for some time by covering each eve- 
ning with cardboard, burlap, or the more 
enduring plastic sheeting. 

COMPOST AND HUMUS. All but dis- 
eased and insect-infested material can 
be composted. Burn all questionable ma- 
terial. 

Leaves can be put in a separate heap 
if there is space, or all materials mixed 
in one pile. 

Begin with a bottom layer of coarse 
leaves, corn stalks, or dried stems. Next 


spread layer of the mixed materials 6 
inches deep. Sprinkle a pound or more 
of any fertilizer, compost activator, or 
dried cow or chicken manure over 4-x5- 
foot surface, then a thin layer of soil. 
Wet thoroughly. 

Repeat layer by layer to build the pile. 
A 5 foot height is enough. The pile can 
be as long as desired. Keep the width to 
6 feet. Mulching attachments for power 
tools are handy for fall work. 

The humus supply in the soil is in- 
creased too, by sowing rye, or rye grass 
seed on areas left vacant by removal of 
crops in the garden. Three pounds per 
1,000 square feet is ample. Rake the seed 
in, as in lawn making. Rolling is not 
necessary. 


SOIL IMPROVEMENT. Before hard frost 
threatens, dig the soil and leave rough 
over winter. Where manure or compost 
is available, spread and dig in. Stiff soil 
is especially benefited. If soil needs lime, 
this is applied as ground, or pulverized 
limestone, 3 pounds per 100 square feet. 
It is merely spread over the surface after 
digging. 

Soil on sloping ground must be covered 
to prevent washing. A cover crop of rye, 
a layer of compost, leaves, hay or the 
like will prevent erosion. Fall is a good 
time to dig in soil conditioners. 


PROTECTION. In winter protection of 
outdoor hardy and semi-hardy plants. no 
covering is applied until all growth has 
ceased. Growth is ended by frost which 
opens tissue and prepares the plants for 
winter, Roses can be covered after several 
frosts, by mounding the soil up and 
around the base of the stems. Not all 
northern rose growers agree on covering, 
but I prefer it. The pink spirea (cary- 
opteris), shrubs like the crapemyrtle of 
the South, and those of similar tender- 
ness are also covered. 

The stems are tied loosely together 
with soft twine or burlap strips and 
wrapped with burlap. Where winters are 
severe, hay is used inside first, then bur- 
lap, or chicken wire surrounding the 
shrub. Fill with dry leaves and top with 
a piece of canvas. An inverted bushel 
basket stuffed with leaves is the best for 
low plants. 

Climbing roses are protected where the 
winter temperatures go below zero. The 
stems are taken down from their sup- 
ports, tied together, laid on the ground 
and covered with 3 inches of soil. 

It’s a practice in extremely cold sec- 
tions to loosen the roots on one side and 
tip the whole plant over into a trench. 
No bending can be done when the stems 
are frozen. They will snap off. So do it 
early. Pansies and English daisies are 
covered with marsh (salt) hay. 

EVERGREENS. These are protected in 
a different way and for a different reason. 
Exposed to winds, the leaves dry out, 
especially if the roots are in frozen soil. 
Protection consists in covering the root 
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area with a mulch of leaves, and using 
a wind barrier of some sort. Burlap 
attached to stakes, branches of pines 
pushed into the ground, or smaller ones 
ied to several stems of the plants serve 
o break the wind. 

PERENNIAL PROTECTION. Last to be 
‘overed are strawberries. hardy peren- 
iials, and rock garden plants. This is 
yest done when ground is frozen. Covered 
while still soft, the plants will rot. 

Soft crowned plants: delphinium. 
columbine, liatris, anchusa. are best 
covered with a cone of coal ashes, or 3 
parts of soil mixed with one part of sand. 

Others are covered with a light layer 
of marsh hay held in place with light 
twiggy branches. Provision must be made 
for water to drain off and not collect 
around the plants in prolonged wet 
weather. 

Beds of spring flowering bulbs must 
also wait until they are thoroughly frozen 
before being covered else mice may har- 
bor there for the winter. 

SNOW PROTECTION. Bushy evergreens 
are, in regions of heavy snows, prone to 
injury when deep snow collects in the 
interior splitting them apart. Strips of 
burlap wound spirally around will give 
some protection. Tying the stems to each 
other in the interior is still better. 

TREE PROTECTION. The stems of fruit 
trees, especially those newly planted, are 
in danger of having the bark peeled off 
by rabbits and mice during winter. Sur- 
round these with a band of close meshed 
chicken wire 2 feet high. Newly planted 
shade and flowering tree stems are 
wrapped with burlap strips, or the special 
craft paper used by tree men. This is 
protection against frost injury and the 
action of freezing winds.»

FALL Feeding

Feed plants in fall? Yes. indeed. Early 
autumn is the time to fertilize new and 
old lawns. cover crops, and perennial and 
bulb plantings. The compost heap. too, 
you'll find will be grateful for a “hand- 
out” now, -while fall garden residue is 
swelling its proportions. In fact, every 
really self-respecting soil management 





Fall feed your lawn to promote good au- 
tumn growth and so lessen winter damage 
and to give lawn running start in spring. 
Apply 2 to 3 pounds per 100 square feet. 


program will take advantage of fall feed- 
ing wherever and whenever this practice 
is applicable. 

ESTABLISHED LAWNS. In the North, 
vigorous autumn growth of bluegrass, 
bent, creeping red fescue ‘and other 
permanent: lawn grasses is essential to 
minimize winter damage and to. give 
lawns a running start next spring. Dur- 
ing fall, grasses store up reserves of 
carbohydrates in their roots, and_ this 
food is converted into the first shoots and 
leaves which the grass puts out in early 
spring. Once the grass is actively grow- 
ing, the new foliage takes over the manu- 
facture of sugars and starches, which are 
in turn converted into more growth. 

Feeding the lawn in autumn, then, will 
keep it growing. The grass will store 
greater supplies of root reserves than if 
it were to go into this period dependent 
upon whatever plant food remains from 
last spring. 

In southern states, September is a 
little too early for feeding Bermuda grass 
which is to be overseeded with ryegrass 
for a winter lawn. but keep it in mind 
for next month.

North or south, a satisfactory rate of 
application of a good complete plant 
food is 2 to 3 pounds per 100 square feet 
of lawn. Water it in thoroughly. 

After feeding the lawn, rake and re- 
seed large bare spots left by crabgrass. 
but rely on the established sod to fill in 
small spots. 


NEW LAWNS. Late summer is, of 
course, the very best time to seed a new 
lawn in the North, since cool tempera- 
tures and more even moisture distribu- 
tion favor germination and growth of the 
young grass. Providing a ready supply of 
plant nutrients will insure good initial 
growth, and by spring the new lawn will 
be truly established and will require no 
tedious reseeding. 

COVER CROPS. The simplest way to 
maintain good soil structure in the vege- 
table garden is to sow a cover crop—rye 
or annual ryegrass—between the vege- 
table rows this month. Spaded under next 
spring, the cover crop serves the same 
purpose as crop rotation in any garden 
which is otherwise clean-cultivated every 
year. 

Plant food applied to the cover crop 
not only stimulates abundant growth. but 
when the crop is plowed under, the extra 
plant food is released down deep where 
it is most needed by the growing vege- 
tables. So you actually get double duty 
from one plant food application. Then, 
too. the soil bacteria will appreciate it, 
for they won’t have to rob the garden soil

PERENNIALS AND BULBS. Borders and 
beds being prepared for fall planting 
should be enriched with 2 pounds of 
plant food per 100 square feet for silt 
and clay soils, 3 pounds for sandy soils. 
The plant food will give the perennials 
a good start before winter. Established 
perennials, too, will appreciate a_ fall 
feeding. 

New and old bulb plantings may be 
fed now or next spring. Although feeding 
will have no effect on next spring’s 
blooms, it is essential for subsequent

vegetative growth. which is so necessary 
for bulb survival and reproduction. 
COMPOST HEAP. Garden residues and 
leaves will soon require disposal, so why 
not convert these waste products into 
homemade soil conditioner? Only one 
step in compost-making will be described 
here, but this one is the secret to quick 
composting. Sprinkle some plant food on 
each layer of residue as it’s added to the 
pile, and soak the fertilizer in thoroughly. 
The bacteria which help to break down 
the raw, fibrous residues are plants too, 
and though microscopic, the billions of 
them require appreciable quantities of 
plant food. If they are semi-starved. as is 
probable when they work on coarse, 
fibrous stalks and leaves, they slow down 
their activities and the composting proc- 
ess is delayed.

POTTING SOIL. Be forehanded this 
year and lay away a supply of potting 
and seed-flat soil now while the ingre- 
dients are dry and unfrozen. To each 
bushel of the usual mixture of sand, soil 
and organic matter, add one 3-inch potful 
of plant food. 

SPRING-FEED IN FALL. As a result of 
investigations by several state experiment 
stations in the Middlewest. there’s now 
shaping up for northern areas a whole 
new concept of fertilizer usage—that ot 
fall application for spring-planted crops 
Soil scientists find that with medium to 
heavy soils there is little or no winter 
loss of plant food by leaching as long 
as the fertilizer is applied when the soil 
temperature is below 50°.

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HosT of new varieties developed by the 

fruit breeders of the United States 

are gradually replacing the older sorts. 

These in turn may become out-dated 
as further improvements bring still better fruit 
crops. Certainly the home orchardist should 
find some worthy replacements for his older 
varieties by trying out a few new ones that 
have shown better than average merit for this 
latitude. 

The strawberry is the fruit for the home 
gardener. Of easy culture and delicious flavor 
it is the first to ripen in the garden. Just 
sampling a few of the berries still warm from 
the sunny strawberry bed shows why such a 
planting is a prized possession, 


Recent varieties that have been grown long 
enough to demonstrate real merit are Empire 
and Eden. Perhaps the prettiest strawberry 
I have ever grown, Empire yields a heavy crop 
of large, good quality fruit. EpEN is a_pro- 
cessing berry—firm, tart and moderately dark, 
though glossy and attractive. For freezing, 
canning and preserves it is one of the best. 
The heavy crop is held up off the ground. 
Unusually early—in fact, ripening nearly a 
week before Howard 17 (Premier)—is Essex. 
This rather small berry is intended solely 
tor the home gardener, because of its earli- 
ness and high quality. 

California berry breeders have recently in- 
troduced a series of new varieties. among 
which SHaAsta, DENVER, TAHOE, SIERRA and 
LAsseN all deserve a try. And midwestern 
gardeners whose soils are infected with red 
stele disease can thank the Illinois Experiment 
Station for Vermition. It is resistant to this 
disease which persists in the soil to attack 
the root systems of strawberries and_ other 
plants. Vermilion yields a heavy crop of 
fairly good quality berries. Home orchardists 
should also look over the new _ virus-free 
stocks (soon to be offered by nurseries) of 
old favorites such as CATSKILL, FAIRLAND, 
TEMPLE and SPARKLE. 

Success in strawberry growing is based 
on healthy planting stock, early planting 
(April, if possible, in the North) and preven- 
tion of overcrowding. Equally important are 
weed control, adequate water at critical times 
and early, thorough winter mulching. Atten- 
tion to these cultural requirements pays off 
in eating pleasure. [SEE PAGE 18]

The high-bush blueberry, most recent 
of our cultivated fruits to be improved, 
has come a long ways since plant breed- 
ers first sought out the best wild bushes 
from the hillsides of New England and 
the pine barrens of New Jersey. Several 
generations of breeding during the last 
15 years have culminated in the recent 
varieties described here. 

After the extra early WryMouTH, a 
variety tolerated only for its early crop, 
FARLIBLUE, superior in size, flavor. color 
and plant vigor, is the first to ripen.

These blue- 
berries will undoubtedly replace older 
sorts as their merits become more widely 
known. 

Blueberry bushes respond especially 
well to a sawdust mulch, but peat, leaves 
and marsh hay aré satisfactory substi- 
tutes. Sulfate of ammonia at the rate 
of one for year of age of 
the bush is the best fertilizer. Pruning 
is necessary to prevent overbearing and 
thinning out the weaker 
wood throughout the bush. The season 
of late may be extended by 
light pruning, which permits overbearing 
and consequently delays the 
of the fruit.

The thought of seedless grapes brings 
to mind California and its THompPpsoN 
Seep.ess. Dr. A. B. Stout of the New 
York Botanical Garden, however, worked 
for many years at Geneva crossing the 
Thompson Seedless with hardy eastern 
grapes, and out of his work have come 
three fine new golden yellow seedless 
grapes of good quality that ripen at 
different times. Himrop is first. Next 
(about September 1 at Geneva and a 
full month ahead of Concord) comes 
INTERLAKEN SEEDLESS, while RomMULUsS 
is not ready until mid-September. This 
trio makes it possible for the home 
orchardist to grow grapes of the Thomp- 
son Seedless type here in the Eastern 
States. 


About all these seedless grapes will 
stand is 15° below zero. Like all other 
varieties, these should be sprayed to con- 
trol mildew, black rot, berry moth and 
leafhoppers. 


Many new peaches have been intro- 
duced in recent years and nearly all are 
improvements over older sorts. EARLY 
VeE, another of the famous V_ peaches 
from the Station at Vineland. Ontario, 
is distinguished by its unusual earliness. 
It ripens a week before MiKapo, is yel- 
low fleshed, freestone when fully ripe 
and good in quality for a really early 
peach. JERSEYLAND ripens before GoLDEN 
JUBILEE and is a good quality. firm, dark 
red, yellow-fleshed peach. Prairie Dawn 
is hardier than the average and ripens 
with the early varieties. two qualities 
that make it worth sampling. 

The apple is king of our hardy fruits, 
but a king that does not reign unless 
an intelligent spray program is carried 
out each year. It is impossible to grow 
good apples without spraying. 

Of the many varieties introduced re- 
cently one of the best is Monror. The 
roundish conic fruits are large. an at- 
tractive red and of good quality. What 
is more they keep well and the trees 
yield a heavy crop annually. Another 
newcomer is WEBSTER, a large. red- 
streaked culinary apple that has _pos- 
sibilities for processing. 


From Idaho has come Iparep, a solid 
red, high quality, late-keeping apple that 
is attracting considerable attention as a 
commercial and dessert apple. SPARTAN, 
from British Columbia, is a late-keeping 
McIntosh type that should be sampled 
by devotees of that famous high-quality 
apple. Beacon is a recent, early-ripening 
variety whose handsome red fruits get 
the apple season off to a good start.»

the best lawns 
are made in fall 


by F. L. WYND 


Summer is the season for building 
homes and early autumn the time for 
building lawns. All through the land, 
thousands of families are moving into 
stepping along wobbly 
planks, walking around piles of earth 
and wondering if the heaps of yellow 


new houses, 


clay surrounding their castles will ever 
be transformed into green, carpet-like 
lawns. 

As the summer wanes. the housewife 
looks with dismay at the barren earth 
surrounding her new home. If the sun 
shines. dust covers the immaculate new- 
ness of ker cabinets. If rain and snow 
come, she sees muddy tracks of small 
fry across the carpet. “Hurry, hurry,” 
she urges the bedeviled contractor. 
“The lawn we must have now!” A long 
winter of muddy tracks and_ perhaps 
another summer of dust cannot be en- 
dured. Suddenly. the work is finished 
and lawn-making time is at hand. 

If a lawn is to be magnificent, the 
preparations for it cannot be slighted. 
A lawn is expected to be a thing of 
beauty forever, and not a ragged foot 
mat kept barely alive by continual doc- 
toring. It is expected to endure the 


vagaries of hostile weather and periods 
of vacation-time neglect. If a lawn is 






to live up to these great expectations, 
the soil must be prepared properly before 
the seeds are planted. 

Indeed, building a lawn means pre- 
paring the seed bed. And remember that 
no amount of subsequent dabbling with 
sprinklers and fertilizers will completely 
overcome the evils of a poorly prepared 
soil. The secret of building a good lawn 
is the thorough mixing of lime, phos- 
phate and potash into the soil before 
seeding—after the rough grading is 
finished. 

In areas where soil is acid in reaction, 
agricultural lime should be added at the 
rate of 15 to 20 pounds per 100 square 
feet (150 to 200 pounds per 1,000 
square feet). The neighbors will wonder 
what is going on when they see so much 
lime being spread on the soil. Their 
advice should be listened to—but only 
with neighborly politeness! 

In areas where svil is alkaline (mainly 
in semiarid climates), lime is not needed. 

Of course, the exact degree of acidity 
or alkalinity of a soil cannot be known 
unless soil samples are sent to the local 
county agricultural agent. farm bureau, 
agricultural college or a fertilizer dis- 
tributor (any one of which will also 
determine your soil’s exact fertilizer re-

quirements). However, excess lime never 
injured a lawn. Even when 25 per cent 
of the soil volume is pure lime, grasses 
and clovers thrive happily. 

Grasses and clovers also require large 
amounts of phosphate to grow their best. 
Superphosphate (20 percent available 
phosphorous) should be added at the 
rate of 1,000 pounds per acre (2% 
pounds per 100 square feet, 25 pounds 
per 1,000 square feet). 

Potash also must be added in many 
areas. The correct potash requirement 
is dificult to learn, but if 14% pound 
of 50 per cent potash per 100 squar 
feet are added, no grass will complai: 
of being starved for this plant food. 

Now the real work begins. The fer- 
tilizers must be disked deeply and 
thoroughly into the soil. Ideally the disk 
should cut about 8 inches into the soil 
but since few lawn disks can cut so 
deeply, the golden rule of lawn building 
is to disk as deeply as possible. Five 
or six diskings are not too many. Re- 
member that the better and deeper the 
fertilizer is mixed with the soil, the 
better the lawn will be, and above all, 
the less sensitive it will be to drouglit 
and summer heat. 

Next, the’ fine grading begins, and 
the surface is made as smooth and even 
as possible. The final finishing touches 
are important. Surface irregularities will 
cause the power mower to bounce about 
next summer as if it had springs for 
wheels. When the neighbors stop watch- 
ing and cease commenting, the lawn 
bed is probably smooth enough. 

Now that everything is ready, what 
kind of grass will make the best lawn? 
There is no better grass than good, old- 
fashioned bluegrass, mixed with a little 
white clover. Fancy seed mixtures usually 
lead in time to a pure stand of blue- 
grass anyway. Wherever bluegrass will 
grow, it might as well be planted on 
purpose and excused from preliminary

white clover, ot any common variety, 
gives an added touch of green during 
the first summer and stimulates the 
bluegrass to do its best. Within four 
years usually, the clover fades away, 
leaving a rich carpet of bluegrass. 

Right after seeding, by all means add 
a topdressing of ammonium nitrate at 
the rate of 34 pound per 100 square 
feet (7144 pounds per 1.000 square feet). 
Lightly rake the nitrate and seed to- 
gether into the upper film of soil. This 
nitrogen gives the germinating seeds a 
start in life and enables them to put 
forth roots to hold the soil during late 
fall rains. 

Someone certainly will advise the 
amateur gardener to finish with a layer 
of “black dirt.” Rarely is this necessary. 
The thorough mixing in of lime. phos- 
phate, potash and nitrate will contribute 
more to the health of a lawn than any 
amount of black soil. Although this 
abnormal soil looks impressively fertile, 
frequently it is astonishingly infertile 
and almost always contains a fantastic 
number of weed seeds and fragments 
of quack grass stolons. If it’s necessary 
to add soil when grading, an ordinary 
farm loam is infinitely better than the 
expensive black soil. 

An old, threadbare lawn is a sorry 
sight. The best way to rejuvenate such 
a lawn is to plow it up and plant a 
new one the way the plot should have 
been planted in the first place. But 
such a drastic procedure is expensive 
and often impractical. So if you must 
work with an old, worn-out lawn with- 
out disturbing it, simply resign yourself 
to the fact that mere treatment of a 
lawn—when it has been too long: 
delayed—can only be second-best. 

An old lawn which has already seen 
its best days should be limed and fer- 
tilized twice a year, just after growth 
begins in spring and in fall. The fall 
top dressing should consist of 5 pounds 
of agricultural lime per 100 square feet 
(50 pounds per 1,000 square feet) and 
34 pounds of a 10-10-10 mixed fertilizer 
per 100 square feet (714 pounds per 
1,000 square feet). The spring treatment 
should consist of the same amount of 
lime and 114 pounds of the mixed fer- 
tilizer per 100 square feet (1214 pounds 
per 1,000 square feet). After two such 
fertilizations, reduce the amount of lime 
by one half. 

All lawns, no matter how carefully 
they have been established or how per- 
fect they appear, should receive a little 
fertilizer twice each year. The treatment 
for old and starving lawns has already 
been described, but even new lawns on 
well prepared, heavily fertilized soil 
should be fed a little. In fall, they 
should receive about 34 pound of a 
12-6-6 fertilizer per 100 square feet (7}2 
pounds per 1,000 square feet) and in 
spring 114 pounds.

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oftener than this. however—and, also, 
don’t indulge in frequent light sprin- 
klings—or you'll find yourself in trouble. 
Roots grow where there is the most 
fertilizer and water. Too frequent top 
dressings with fertilizer, particularly 
with nitrogen, and too frequent light 
wettings result in an accumulation of 
feeding roots near the surface. Drought 
and summer heat then do their worst. 
Although light sprinklings may cool the 
gardener on hot summer evenings, they 
increase the sensitivity of the lawn to 
heat and drought. A cardinal rule in 
lawn watering is to soak the soil well 
or don’t water at all. 

Weeds are the curse of almost all 
new lawns. However, a well fertilized 
lawn will gradually kill out most annual 
weeds the second season. But some 
weeds are tough and seem to thrive 
on competition and these often must be 
attacked with butcher knives and weed- 
killing chemicals. Although it’s true that 
these chemicals are rough on clover, so 
Therefore. drastic treatment 
with chemicals sometimes is necessary. 

Correct mowing of your lawn is im- 
portant. Most people thoughtlessly mis- 
treat their lawns with improper mowing. 
Everyone wants a thick. carpet-like lawn 
and believes for some strange reason that 
the closer the grass is cut, the thicker 
and finer it will Nothing is 
farther from the truth. 

Close mowing has ruined many a lawn. 
It weakens the vitality of the grass and 
its resistance to heat and drought. It 
also exposes every imperfection, weed 
and variation in soil suriace. The even, 
velvety look that is the hallmark of a 
good lawn depends on the grass’s being

clipped at a reasonable height. Two 
inches is ideal. and this is about the 


maximum height obtainable with ordi- 
nary mowers. 

The lawn should be mowed frequently, 
as often as the track of the mower can 
he followed. At the height of the grow- 
ing season, fine lawns should be mowed 
every other day. and certainly no less 
than twice a week. 

Clippings should be left where they 
fall. If the mowing is done often enough, 
the young and tender fragments of grass 
will quickly decay and disappear. If 
the clippings accumulate. forming a 
dense mat on the soil surface, it shows

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A GARDEN CLEANUP NOW WILL PAY OFF IN HEALTHIER PLANTS NEXT YEAR 


by P. P. PIRONE 


NEW YORK 


Another growing season is about to end in the more north- 
erly parts of our country, and frosts can soon be expected 
in New England, upstate New York and in the Great Lakes 
and northern Great Plains areas. It is not too early, there- 
fore, for gardeners to reminisce over the 1953 outdoor gar- 
dening season and begin to plan for the 1954 season. 

First let's see how the weather affected our gardens this 
year. In many parts of the country and particularly in the 
Northeast, the wettest spring on record helped to produce 
lush growth on trees, shrubs and lawns. But this abundance 
of weter was also favorable for the development of diseases 
caused by fungi and bacteria, and as a result many gardens 
now have more than the usual number and kinds of parasitic

organisms. With such a tremendous build-up of parasites 
gardeners would do well to consider what might happen 
to their gardens next year and do something about it befor 
the snow flies. Measures taken now to reduce the larg: 
amount of fungus and bacterial inoculum present will go 
a long way towards assuring a healthy garden next year. 

This, then, is a plea to clean up the garden this fall. It 
has been demonstrated time and again that the removal and 
burning of annuals and all above-ground parts of perennials 
that are blighted, spotted or mildewed will reduce the disease 
incidence materially the following year. 

Among the well-known diseases that can be kept in check 
or greatly reduced by a thorough fall cleaning are leaf 
spot and crown rot of iris, leaf blotch and bud blast of 
peonies, hollyhock rust and phlox mildew. The insidious 
black spot disease of roses can be reduced by gathering and 
burning all black-spotted leaves, inasmuch as the causal 
iungus lives from season to season primarily in fallen leaves. 
Some of this fungus, unfortunately, also survives in infected 
canes, but drastic pruning of canes early next spring will 
eliminate many such infections. 

Organic matter conservationists, of course, will take excep- 
tion to my recommendation to burn diseased plant parts. 
The fact remains, nevertheless. that a great many kinds of 
parasitic fungi, bacteria and microscopic eelworms (nema- 
todes) live over winter in decaying parts. Adult nematodes, 
which even now are blighting the lower leaves of chrysan- 
themums in many gardens, can survive in dried chrysan- 
themum leaves for as long as three years! Unless such 
diseased plant parts are gathered and burned this fall, the 
disease-producing organisms will return to the soil and be

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ready to cause new infections next year. 

Organiculturists will argue that com- 
posting such material will destroy the 
parasites. This would be true if the 
pile were always properly made and 
expertly handled. But my observations 
have revealed that few gardeners make 
the right kind of compost pile and that 
the parasitic organisms are not destroyed 
in such piles. I firmly believe that the 
relatively small amount of additional or- 
ganic matter conserved is not worth the 
risk of reintroducing the parasitic or- 
ganisms back into the garden via im- 
properly composted material. 

Thus far I have mentioned only micro- 
scopic organisms that can be kept down 
by a fall cleanup. It is well to remember 
that many insect pests also can be thus 
curbed. Hollow-stemmed top growth 
of such plants as dahlias and corn which 
may harbor borers and other insects 
over the winter should also be gathered 
and burned. The tops of snapbean plants 
infested with Mexican bean beetle larvae 
and adults should be burned. If this 
material is thrown on the compost pile, 
the insects have ample opportunity to 
crawl or fly to hibernating spots in and 
around the garden. 

Still another way to reduce insect dam- 
age is by practicing clean culture, for 
by keeping weeds under control one 
eliminates a common breeding place for 
many kinds of insects. 

In order to forestall a flood of letters 
from organic gardeners to Editor Ted 
Weston, I shall conclude this brief piece 
by stating that compost made from dis- 
ease- and insect-free vegetable matter is 
valuable stuff! 


Aid for Rooting Cuttings 


As the season for bringing in tender 
plants approaches, one must decide 
whether to lift the entire plant or to take 
cuttings. If the latter course is decided 
on, one might well consider rooting the 
cuttings with the aid of Airwrap, made 
of Vinylite plastic film. Large numbers 
of cuttings can be packaged together for 
rooting simply by laying them on moist 
sphagnum moss spread along one edge 
of a long sheet of the green-striped Viny- 
lite plastic film. A thin layer of moss is 
then spread over the ends of the cuttings, 


the film is folded lengthwise and, with 
the leaves protruding, is rolled up and 
tied or secured with elastic bands. Ac- 
cording to the manufacturers, roots will 
develop on such plants in from four days 
to two weeks, depending on the type of 
plant and the conditions to which it is 
exposed during the rooting process. 


Beware the Black Walnut 


Though black walnut trees are beauti- 
ful as well as useful, they often exert a 
detrimental effect on certain other plants 
growing within the spread of the wal- 
nut’s roots. About 15 years ago I re- 
ported that rhododendrons whose roots 
came in actual contact with black walnut 
roots were killed. Recently M. G. Brooks, 
forester at the West Virginia Agricul- 
tural Experiment Station, presented a 
most comprehensive report based on field 
studies of 300 black walnut trees. Strange 
as it may seem, black walnut trees grow- 
ing in pastures encouraged the growth 
of Kentucky bluegrass.

FALL PLANTING « WORSE OR BETTER PLANTS 


PRING and autumn are surely the pleasantest times 
of the year—for gardeners more so, perhaps, than 
for anyone else. The weather’s just fine and, be- 

sides being the times when our gardens are at their best, 
they re also the seasons when nearly all our planting is 
done. And planting, being the basic activity in garden- 
ing. is essentially the most pleasant. 

Between now and the time the ground freezes we'll 
plant tens of millions of bulbs, perennials, roses, shrubs, 
fruits and trees, and we'll make and renovate quite a 
few millions of lawns. If all goes well we'll have a 
wonderful time and wind up the 1953 gardening sea- 
son with a headful of pleasant thoughts about how 
much better the garden’s going to be in 1954. And if 
all doesn’t go well; itll probably be only because of 
our own mistakes. 


DARE say the mistake most commonly made in the 
planting seasons is that of not allowing enough time 
to do the job right. All too often we forget that it 
takes time to decide what plants we’re going to buy and 
where we're going to plant them, and just as often 
we forget how long it’s likely to take to get the plants 
and then to set them out. And so, time is 
short, we find ourselves in a dither trying to decide 


when 


what we want, hunting for sources of supply, discover- 
ing that some of our choices can’t be had, fumbling 
with indefinite ideas about where this or that plant 
should go, and breaking our backs trying to get them 
into the ground in time. Sometimes we're lucky and 
are satisfied with what we’ve done, but as often as not 
we know we'd have gone better if only we'd allowed 
more time. 

The time to start fall planning and planting opera- 
tions is now, and I for one hope (nay, resolve!) to get 
started right away and keep at it till the job’s done right. 

NOTHER mistake that some of us make at this time 
Ac year—though fortunately not too many of us— 

is that of allowing ourselves to fall prey to the 
fast-buck artist. In some fields the fleecing season is 
all year round, but in horticulture the never-give-a- 
sucker-a-chance specialist can operate only in the spring 
and fall. and so he really works hard. His offerings are 
intended to be and often are irresistible, and though he 
promises “giant,” “‘top-size,” “super-colossal” bulbs, 
bushes and trees, he invariably delivers peanut-size 


bulblets, rooted or unrooted cuttings and neglected, 
spindly whips, dead or alive as determined by the laws 
of chance. 

Nothing can kill the joys of a planting season so 
thoroughly as victimization by an out-and-out gyp. So 
be guided this fall by what you really know, and if 
you don’t know enough ask someone who does! 


T’s more than likely, I think, that the increasing busi- 
ness promotion efforts of legitimate nurserymen, 
seedsmen, etc., will reduce the amount of gypping 

that goes on in the horticultural field. Last spring, for 
instance, the national increase in nursery stock sales 
was a little more than 10 percent above the previous 
year, but in Ohio, where the nurserymen did an espe- 
cially good job with their “Plant America” program, 
the increase was nearly 26 per cent. It’s reasonable to 
assume that the greater part of this increased business 
went to the reputable nurserymen who sponsored the 
campaign and that only a small part went to the fast- 
buck men who capitalize on some gardeners’ seasonal 
gullibility. 


No doubt there'll always be swindlers and swindlers’ 


victims, in our own field as in any other. But I’m sure 
their number can be reduced if the legitimate sellers of 
horticultural products will do their best to stop the gyp 
artists by energetically promoting their own sales. 


YSTEMATIC, nationwide testing of new plants. fol- 
S lowed by extensive publicizing of those proved 

best for all-round use, also tends to reduce the 
amount of dissatisfaction among garden planters. The 
All-America Seed Selections and All-America Rose Se- 
lections programs have done wonders in focusing pub- 
lic attention on expertly tested new annuals, vegetables 
and roses, and I’m certain the gardening public will 
benefit by the prospective expansion of the “All-America 
Selections” idea. Before very long we'll have All- 
America Camellia Selections and All-America Gladiolus 
Selections, and there are sure to follow. in due course, 
similar testing and publicizing programs for many other 
kinds of plants, including shrubs and trees. The more 
“All-America Selections” type organizations we have, 


the better off, I’m sure. we'll all be.

18 weeks of spring 


PRINGTIME is flower time, and of all 
the flowers that blossom in spring. 
the most colorful and prolific of 
bloom are those which burst forth 

from bulbs. Indeed, by planting now an 
assortment of bulbs, corms and_ tubers 
selected with an eye to flowering se- 
quence, you can enjoy a_ continuous 
procession of bright bloom for 14 to 18 
weeks—from February’s first snowdrop 
to the last Maytime tulip. And in very 
mild winters, such as the last one, your 
may start in January. 

Planting spring bulbs for continuous 
bloom means, above all, making the ac- 
quaintance of many of the less familiar 
kinds, the wild 
types. which start before, thread through 
and often extend beyond the main bloom- 
ing periods, And, let me say now, there 
is no more exciting and rewarding ad- 
venture in gardening. It is exciting be- 
anticipation of the new; re- 
warding because of its almest surefire 
success, since growing bulbs is about as

certain as anything can be in gardening. 

If yours is the average garden, it is 
doubtless already brightened by at least 
some representatives of the bulb king- 
dom, probably daffodils and tulips. But 
why not enjoy the four-month-long spec- 
tacle of beauty which can be yours by 
a little adventuring? Even if you choose 
te stick just to daffodils and tulips. you 
can still enjoy three months of flowers. 

Most folks, it’s true, think of April as 
daffodil time (having in mind kinds like 
King Alfred and white Beersheba) and 
May as tulip time (thinking of the color- 
ful Breeders and Darwins). They over- 
look the hardy little species daffodil 
Narcissus minimus, which opens _ its 
golden blossoms anytime from late Jan- 
uary to early March depending on the 
weather. They pass by, too. the Kauf- 
manniana tulips such as Scarlet  Ele- 
gance and flame and gold Cesar Franck 
—by no means miniatures—which bloom 
in all their brilliant glory in late March 
(preferably in a blue sea of chionodoxas 








ulbs 


or Scilla sibirica). Nor are they aware 
that at the end of the spring season, the 
double white daffodil Albus Plenus 
Odoratus still bestows its fragrance and 
beauty in lightly shaded woodlands while 
the tardiest May tulips begin to drop 
their petals in the garden. Even then, 
species tulips Tulipa persica and T. 
sprengeri are just coming into their 
height of bloom! 

Yours may be one of the many gardens 
where spring is ushered in in April by 
a spread of crocus in the lawn or in 
front of shrubbery. Very cheerful and 
colorful they are. But do you know that 
these ordinary kinds. of crocus are pre- 
ceded a month or more by _ perfectly 
hardy and available wild or species 
crocus, such as pale yellow E. A. Bowles, 
lilac Crocus etruscus and blue C. sieberi? 

So. to help you select an assortment 
of bulbs which will give you a February 
to May procession of bloom, we’ve pre- 
pared a chart or timetable of spring 
bulbs, which are listed according to

blooming sequence. This chart starts 
{ on page 52. You'll note that it is divided 
into five time periods, and the various 
genera for each period are listed in ap- 
proximate blooming order. 

A final word, now, on how to use 
spring bulbs most effectively. Plant the 
early bulbs (whose flowers are small) . 
close together in sizable masses—in a dei 
colonies by the hundreds or in sweeps - i an 
by the thousands. They are inexpensive “ 
and easy enough to plant for this to be 
within the range of the average gar- 
dener. 

Daffodils and early tulips should be 
combined with the small-flowered bulbs: 
for instance, Tulipa kaufmanniana hy- 
brids with chionodoxas and squills, and 
daffodils with grape hyacinths. 

With the May-flowering tulips, the 
spring bulb season reaches its climax. 
These colorful stately blooms go beauti- 
fully with early perénnials such as 
ageratum, columbine or Phlox divaricata 

or with wood hyacinths. [SEE pace 52] 
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March winds set the intensely blue blossoms of Scilla si- 
birica waving blithely above their short, narrow foliage. 


Honest, open-faced chionodoxa are 
invariably on hand to look the first 
day of spring in the eye. Try using 
these bright stars in great sweeps. 


Closing the parade of bulbs in late 
May, wood hyacinths nod their 
blue bells in a farewell to spring.

The American Rose Society 


yesterday, today and tomorrow 


This month in the city of Columbus, Ohio, the Ameri- 
can Rose Society is setting up its new headquarters. Its 
modern-style new home in the capital of the Buckeye 
state will be dedicated at the Society’s three-day fall meet- 
ing just a week or so away. This move is no small matter, 
for since the Society’s birth in 1899, it has “lived” for the 
most part in Harrisburg, Pennsylvania. 

Now, for the first time, the American Rose Society will 
be housed directly adjacent to a rose garden of magnitude. 
The finished plan for the Park of Roses, as the newly 
opened civic garden is named, calls for some 55,000 plants. 
Already there are 25,000 bushes planted, and these should 
be in fine bloom for the approaching dedication. 

A section of the garden has been set aside for test plots 
of roses to be introduced. Here roses can be checked for 
color, form, fragrance, etc., and insecticides, fungicides, 
plant foods. methods of feeding and mulching tested. The 


book on rose varieties, “Modern Roses.” can be edited 
here with full information actually available at close range. 

Near by, on the park’s recreation grounds, is a field 
house, which will accommodate the Society’s displays, 
shows and lectures. 

At one point in the garden, a look-out is to be erected 
which will permit a full view of the entire area. The gar- 
den design, set off admirably by a background of trees 
and shrubs and special red cedar posts, the many choice 
varieties of roses, and the vast number of bushes should 
win for this garden international fame as a Mecca for 
rose lovers rivaling the best in Europe. 

The building which the American Rose Society will 
occupy is of modern architecture, and the building plan 
allows for future expansion. At present the facilities are 
streamlined to suit the immediate needs of the Society. 
The general office and the offices for the staff, however, 
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are adequately spacious both for now and future years, 
but the storage and mailing rooms will need to be enlarged 
as the Society grows. For in ten years the organization 
has soared from 3,500 members to almost 15.000. Twenty- 
five thousand is the immediate goal, but it is hoped that 
in the future—-within the lifetime of those who are responsi- 
ble for this rapid ten-year rise—the organization will reach 
the 100.000 mark. 

It’s interesting to note that part of the rapid growth of 
the American Rose Society stems from the impetus World 
War II’s Victory Gardens gave to all horticulture. All 
single flower societies have been gaining in membership, 
with the A.R.S. in the lead. Garden hobbyists are learn- 
ing that they can make their voices heard in the nation 
only as they increase their numbers and strengthen their 
organizations in tempo with the billion-dollar business 
that gardening now is. 

Society services include an annual survey of the newest 
and best varieties listed in pamphlet form and called 
“Buyers’ Guide.” a “Guide for Beginners” [SEE pace 40}

[From PAGE 39] pamphlet, the “Ameri- 
can Rose Annual” and the monthly 
“American Rose Magazine.” The maga- 
zine carries articles written by amateurs 
and professional rose growers, as well as 
features on allied subjects. and includes 
news of rose activities both here and 
abroad. 

The Society also maintains an exten- 
sive lending library containing the finest 
old and new books on roses. 

Two national meetings are held a year, 
each lasting several days and including 


garden visits and rose shows. In these 
gardens and shows, practically all cur- 
rently planted varieties, both old and 
new, may be found. A recent innova- 
tion in the meeting program is a Judg- 
ing School for rose judges, for this 
phase of the Society’s activities is quite 
a complicated procedure. At its shows 
the American Rose Society awards 
trophies and certificates to the best va- 
rieties in previously established classes. 
These awards, determined by the Com- 
mittee on Prizes and Awards, include

@ American Rose Society Vice-President Niels J. Hansen ob- 
viously had something to smile about when the Minneapolis 
Tribune’s photographer caught him in the above-pictured mood 
at the Society’s June 25-26 National Rose Show! Indeed, the 
show at Minneapolis, Minnesota, was one of the finest ever held, 
and the annual meeting at St. Paul was one of the best attended, 
with registrants from 32 states. 

The coveted Nicholson Perpetual Challenge Bowl, awarded 
annually for the best exhibit of six blooms of different hybrid tea 
varieties, was won by Mrs. Nat Schoen of Vancouver, Washington. 
Her exhibit consisted of enormous, superbly formed specimens of 
the varieties Mrs. A. R. Barraclough, Mrs. Henry Bowles, Show 
Girl, Hebe, Peace and McGredy’s Ivory.

the Nicholson Bowl, the M. S. Hershey 
Bowl, the Rosedale Bowl and the Horace 
J. McFarland Trophy, while Gold. Silver 
and Bronze Certificates are awarded by 
local societies. All these awards serve 
to stimulate competition and recognize 
deserving gardeners. 

With garden therapy now being em- 
phasized and encouraged generally by 
the medical profession. it’s well to note 
that the American Rose Society is also 
serving a useful function in that con- 
nection. For it is doing its share. as al- 
ways, of spreading the gospel of out- 
door beauty in home and community 
grounds and of providing gardening in- 
formation and promoting gardener friend- 
ships. 

The most recent new project is the 
Junior Rose Gardening program. con- 
ducted by a committee. At a_ recent 
A.R.S. convention, the Junior Gardeners 
staged a program demonstration of their 
activities and achievements. In my 
opinion, junior gardening everywhere de- 
serves special attention from adults. for 
from the ranks of our country’s junior 
gardeners may be gleaned top-notch 
horticultural material—amateur. profes- 
sional, scientific, commercial. 

While a professional staff conducts the 
daily affairs of the American Rose So- 
ciety, the course of the various depart- 
ments of program, activity. publications, 
membership, finance and __ policies— 
—everything that has to do with the 
management and development of the 
A.R.S.—is charted and supervised by a 
Board of Directors. The directors are 
selected from and elected by the mem- 
bership and so come from all parts of 
the United States and from all walks of 
economic and social life—in short, from 
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the ranks of the country’s amateur rose 
growers. 

As the Society grows, the regional 
phase of organization is being stressed 
and strengthened for many sound rea- 
sons. Not the least among them is the 
firm resolution of the Board to hold on 
to the intimate, friendly, personal touch 
which now permeates meetings. In spite 
of the increase from 3.500 to 15,000 
members, not one whit of the “family” 
relationship has been disturbed. When 
the clan gathers. it is still one. large, 
happy rose family. 

For the preservation of this spirit, 
which might well have been lessened, 
if not destroyed. much credit is due Dr. 
Ray C. Allen. For ten years Dr. Allen 
served as Executive Secretary of the 
Society. and it was under his professional 
guidance that the Board of Directors so 
ably conducted its affairs while the So- 
ciety grew by leaps and bounds. Dr. 
Allen resigned his post last April, and 
his former assistant, James P. Gurney, 
has succeeded him. To Jim Gurney falls 
the lot of carrying on the high standards 
set. We are confident the work will be 
well done. 

Now that we've examined the immedi- 
ate past and the present and scanned 
the future. we would be remiss if we 
did not look back to the history of the 
American Rose Society. Its founders 
were leaders from all fields of horticul- 
ture. One of the most famous was the 
Jate Dr. J. Horace McFarland. who es- 
tablished the Breeze Hill Gardens be- 
side his home in Harrisburg. Pennsyl- 
vania. His great photograph library em- 
braces all types of plant material. but 
his first love—and the flower that made 
him a celebrity—-was the rose. Dr. 
McFarland traveled all over America 
carrying the message of the rose to peo- 
ple. and influenced them not only to 
grow roses for their own enjoyment but 
to establish community [SEE PAGE 61]

THE VALUE of indoor gardening as a health preserving and rest promoting 
hobby is inestimable: It can supply necessary relaxation and ease mental 
tension in these trying times. If you’re not already an indoor garden hobby- 
ist, you'll find it worth while to start a window gardening venture this fall 
when your outdoor garden needs less attention. 

The saintpaulia, more than any other house plant, has been responsible 
for the present-day interest in window plants. These responsive plants 
are of easy culture and adaptable to many kinds of growing conditions. 
They keep interest at keen pitch by offering variety in color, size and shape 
of bloom, as well as unusual foliage—all this in addition to their willingness 
to flower almost the year around. 

Another reason for the continuing interest in saintpaulias as a hobby 
is the ease with which they may be propagated. A flowering plant may 
be produced from a leaf cutting in six or seven months. 

A close look at the picture of my large window, at left, will disclose 
I am not only fond of African violets but other plants as well. I have several 
ivies, fern, two varieties of hoya, an episcia, aeschynanthus (trichosporum), 
philodendrons and a little Chinese tree. 

African violets, of course, predominate in my window because they make 
such a beautiful show of bloom. Notice the two bubble bowls? I have long 
grown saintpaulias in these and feel them almost ideal. I hope some of 
you will try a nice big bubble bowl and like it as well as I do. Use one 
of your choice small or medium-size varieties of African violets in it. {See 
“A Tip on Saintpaulias,” page 45 in the August Flower Grower. | 

The pine plant box shown below stands opposite my plant window at the 
other end of the room. My 17-year-old son made it from scrap lumber so 
that it looks somewhat antique. A covered wire-mesh chicken feeder fits into 
the box and is used as a reservoir.

Plants 
are also allowed to grow toward the 
window since the several plants in the 
pot fill out the opposite side. 

A window garden may be any size, 
large or small, but if it is built around 
an African violet collection, it should 
be well lighted, preferably by a northern 
or eastern exposure. Most plants need 
plenty of light—African violets espe- 


cially so—but they do not want direct 
sunlight. However, a little winter sun- 
light is beneficial and will promote 


growth for all the plants and encourage 
the African violet to bloom more _ pro- 
fusely. 

Extremes in temperature are not de- 
sirable. If the room is hot and the air 
dry, the plants will not prosper. African 
violets also tend to drop their buds 
prematurely under such conditions. or 
if the air is stale. A room temperature 
of from 65° seems to be excellent. 

I have more consistent success when 
all the plants in my window garden are 
potted in the same general style of con- 
tainer. In this way they all tend to need 
watering at about the same time and I 
give them more regular care. 

For beauty’s sake, decorative pots are 
used and each is equipped with a wick. 
For several years now. I have used wick 
watering exclusively. First. probably be- 
cause I am a little lazy. and second, 
because my plants seem to like it. Then. 
too. I am often away from home for sev- 
eral days at a time and my wick-watered 
plants are then more easily

Plants 


should be inspected daily and the soil 


kept only slightly moist to the touch. 
Any loose, porous soil with a high 


organic content may be used with good 


results. I add some “Sponge Rok” and 
chicken-grade charcoal. This will pro- 


vide better drainage and aeration. Don’t 
use a soil that is too fine or too heavy for 
it will pack down and, when you water, 
it will be a soggy mass.

Lities potted in September and October 
made a terrific show of color in our 
greenhouse last year. For a number of 
years, we have grown the usual florist’s 
varieties of Lilium longiflorum along 
with some of the hardies like auratum 
and regal. But it wasn’t until we added 
some of the newer Mid-Century and 
Hybrids to the old favorites 
that we realized what an exciting selec- 
tion in form and color this single crop 
has to offer. It was also pleasant to find 
how well the newer kinds responded to 
our usual methods of growing lilies in 
the small greenhouse. 

Of the florist’s types. the Croft lily 
has always given us the greatest number 
of blooms and most

All lilies do well for us in the same 
loose soil mixture of two parts loam 
composted with one part decayed 
manure. If we use the loam as it comes 
out of the garden, we also have to add 
some sand because the loam is naturally 
quite heavy. The bulbs are planted one 
to a 6-inch pot, watered well and placed 
in a coldframe to form roots. 

Bulbs that are to be grown in a 
greenhouse should not be permitted to 
freeze (especially the tender kind). We 
cover them with a light mulch and bring 
them into the greenhouse before deep 
freezing occurs. which for us at Tarry- 
town. New York, is about Christmas. 

The pots are placed under the bench 
until leaf buds appear and they are then 
brought up into the sunshine. If extra 
long stems are wanted, the plants may 
be left in the shade for a longer period. 

Feedings two weeks” with 
ammonium sulphate or nitrate of soda 
mixed ] tablespoon to a gallon of water 
should be given when the growth is 
about 4 inches high. for if the soil is 
acid and not fertilized there is danger 
of leaf burn. When the plants are tall, 
this fertilizer should be strengthened 
with a tablespoon of soluble 5-10-5 ap- 
plied about % pint to each plant.

F you found a stapelia growing on a 
window sill on Mars, it wouldn’t surprise 
you. Even in its native Africa, this 
strange plant has an out-of-this-world look. 

Botanically. it is described as a succulent 
with four-angled, leafless stems. It grows 
quite close to the ground, never reaching 
more than a foot in height. All of its 100 or 
more varieties have the characteristic _five- 
pointed starlike flowers mottled in purplish 
tones or brown and white and often with 
hairy. fringed petals. The flowers. which 
bloom in the Northern Hemisphere in the fall. 
always grow from the base of the stem and 
vary in width from 1 to 10 inches—often 
larger than the plant itself. 

Stapelia is a native of Cape Province in 
South Africa and is especially well-known on 
Table Mountain in the Cape ef Good Hope. 
As the annual rainfall in this district is often 
less than 10 inches. this. genus has to be ex- 
tremely drought-resistant to survive. During 
extended dry periods, stems often shrivel. No

Outdoors, this plant can be grown in 
warmer sections of the United States 
subject to very light winter frosts. Here 
in Santa Barbara, where the temperature 
seldom falls below 27°, stapelia becomes 
well established in any spot with plenty 
of sun and perfect drainage. 

In all sections of the country, it makes 
a fine indoor pot plant. Rooted pieces or 
clusters of stems may be purchased from 
your local nursery. These should be 
planted in a shallow pot, where they will 
root readily in loose soil mixed with 
plenty of sand. The bottom of the pot 
should be filled with gravel, crushed 
stone or broken pieces of pots. Perfect 
drainage is essential. Water sparingly 
at all times, especially in cold weather, 
as too much moisture causes rot. Apply 
food in small amounts only during pe- 
riods of rapid growth. Keep in a south 
window with as much sun and warmth as 
possible at all times.

NACTERIA. Bacteria are microscopic, 
single-celled organisms classified by. bot- 
nists at the very bottom of the plant 
ingdom. There are many kinds appear- 
ng in many forms, and they are present 
lmost everywhere. Many are very harm- 
il, while others are vital to soil fertility 
nd plant growth. Some serve to break 
own complex substances in soils and 
ertilizers and help convert these sub- 
tances into available plant foods. Among 
he most important of these are the 
\itrogen-fixing bacteria, which aid plants 
f{ the pea family in gathering nitrogen 
rom the air. 


2APILLARY ACTION. Capillary action 
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is the interaction between the molecules 
of a liquid (such as soil water) and a 
solid (such as soil particles). When this 
force is strong in the soil, the water 
moves along the air spaces between the 
soil particles. 

CARBON. Carbon is one of the most 
important chemicals. It is the keystone 
of all living matter, constituting about 
a half of all the dry substance of plants. 
Plants obtain this vital element in the 
form of carbon dioxide through their 
leaves.

But too many gardeners have never 
even tried to grow their own plants. If 
your members are at all interested, have 
the horticultural chairman give a short 
demonstration at each meeting on what 
can be done along this line. 


For instance, September — dividing 
peonies and groundcovers; October— 
shrubs and evergreens from hardwood 


cuttings; November—flowering trees and 


shrubs from seed; December—house 
plant propagation; January—layering; 
February — starting seeds _ indoors; 


March—making and using a coldframe; 





April— seed sowing; May — dividing 
perennials and layering shrubs; June 





plants from cuttings; July—woody 
shrubs and evergreens from softwood 
cuttings; August—your own pansies 


from seed. 


Community Beautification 


Every community can be improved. It 
is part of the garden clubs’ responsi- 
bility to see this is done. 

Here is a good project in which all 


the garden clubs can cooperate and the 
more non-garden organizations you can 
get to help, the better. Divide up the 
community so no person has more than 
a block or two, or a mile of roadside to 
survey. Have all findings reported at 
public meetings as well as in local news- 
papers. 

Here are a few things that might be 
included in the survey: 

Homes well planted and cared for and 
those not planted. Shade trees needed 
around homes, those requiring care 01 
removal and any that are beheaded an 
butchered. 





Lawns needing care—grad- 
ing, seeding. weeding. Bare spots where 
grass substitutes should be tried in place 
of grass. Buildings needing paint and 
buildings which should be removed. Pub- 
lic building in need of paint.»

The Garden Clubs 


by MARGET COCHRANE COLE 


UR TOUR of the English countryside, 
just before the coronation of 
Queen Elizabeth, gave us an idea 
of the widespread enthusiasm for the 
coming activities. Bunting, flags. flowers 
and photographs decorated every town. 
In Salisbury, right at the County Hotel 
where we were staying, the gardeners 
removed tulips and wallflowers, still in 





bloom along the canal, to replace them 
with fresh flowers for coronation week. 
| We were fortunate enough to see the 
small villages in the Cotswolds where 
deep rose and apricot colored Russell 
lupines dominated the gardens. In 
Limpey Stokes we peered through gar- 
den gates to see succulents, spring bulbs 
and flowering shrubs. Whenever the own- 
ers were about. we were enthusiastically 
received as fellow gardeners. 

At the great manor houses and castles, 
we noted the mass plantings used for 
large areas in contrast to the detailed 
| planting of small plots, which was com- 
| mon everywhere else. The long driveway 
| leading to Longleat—home of the Earl 

of Bath—was bordered with massive 
blooming rhododendrons in yellow and 
apricot colors. Here we saw the former 
military housing, not yet removed, almost 
disguised by the planting. 
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Castles, manor houses and Gothic 
cathedrals throughout England are 


usually decorated by masters in the art 


of flower arrangement. At Longleat, 
fiower arrangements of giant propor- 


tions were composed of Canterbury bells 
and lilies. A 73-year-old flower arranger 
had made them. Flower arrangements in 
famous Dutch still-life paintings bordered 
one of the rooms like a narrow frieze. 
London was garlanded in flowers up 


one street and down the next. Blue 
hydrangeas, red geraniums and _ white 


daisies were used to repeat the colors 
of the banners which hung from roof to 
sidewalk like the decor for a medieval! 
joust or tournament. 

When the Floral Decoration Society 
held a coronation show at Old Hall. 
London, they had a section “For Amer- 
icans Only.” Cornflowers, white carna- 
tions. crowns and swags of scarlet and 
white tarlatan were the decorations mad: 
especially for the coronation guests. 

Many women brought flowers long dis- 
tances to make decorations for various 
clubs and shops along the procession 
route. Plants and flowers were sent from 
every corner of the world. We were glad 
that as gardeners we could appreciate 
this deep, world-wide interest in flowers.”

Monstera Trouble 


My monstera has grown to such a 
height that it will soon touch the ceiling. 
Would it harm the plant too much if 1 
cut it back?—Mrs. Donatp R. WILSON 
(Ohio) 

You can cut your monstera back to 
any point you desire without harm to 
the plant. In fact, if it isn’t cut back in 
time it may become unmanageable. 


Anemone Culture 


Could you give me some information 
on culture of Anemone fulgans?—-WAYNE 
O. Connon (N. H.) 

Tubers of Anemone fulgans are usually 
set out in the fall 3 to 4 inches deep. 
Plant them in any good garden soil. 
Since it is native to southern Europe. 
there is a question concerning its hardi- 
ness in more northern localities. 


Gloxinias from Seed 


W hat is the best way to go about start- 
ing gloxinia seed under fluorescent 
light?—Mrs. FE. M. _ FRepERICKSON 
(S. D.) 


Gloxinia seeds may be started under 


fluorescent light in plastic dishes pricked | 


with a hot ice pick to make holes in top 


and bottom for ventilation and drain- 
age. Place a layer of crushed charcoal 


in the bottom. on top of which put a 
layer of soil topped with a sprinkling 
Moisten thoroughly with 
warm water and sow seed on top—don’t 
press seed into the vermiculite as 
seeds are very fine. Place covered dish 
about 3 inches below the light until 
seedlings are up. 
planted—after the third leaf shows— 
they can be placed about 8 inches from 
the light. Large and _ blooming-size 
plants should be about 11 inches from 
the light tube. Keep lights on for 151% 
hours a day. 





Layering Magnolia 


When is the best time to layer a mag: 
nolia? Also, how soon after the stem is 
layered should it be cut from the mother 
plant ?—Mks. J. C. Poote (Ga.) 

The best time to layer a magnolia is 
in the spring. Make sure the soil around 
the layered stem is friable; keep it moist 
throughout the summer. Sever the stem 
from the mother plant after a good root 
system has formed. This will usually be 

July of the following year.

In too many

formly and at the right time.

A good seedbed 
is the foundation on which to build a 
beautiful lawn whether it is a new plant- 
ing or a renovation seeding, and the 
seedbed should be built as carefully as 
the foundation of a house. 

In building a new lawn, the first step 
is to bring it to proper grade. Garden 
tractors can often be equipped 
light grading blades or attachments use- 
ful for this purpose.

Grass Seed Mixture 


What is more important to a lawn than

A grass seed mixture I’ve found ex- 
cellent for most soils consists of 40 per 
cent Chewings fescue, 20 per cent Ken- 
tucky bluegrass, 20 per cent Illahee 
fescue and 20 per cent Astoria or Rhode 
Island bent. This seed mixture grows 
quickly into a dense mat. However, if 
your soil is poor or sandy, omit the blue- 
grass and increase the amount of bent 
and _ Illahee Fescue sprouts 
quickly when it is sown in a well-worked 
soil and given sufficient moisture and 
cool nights. Use only fresh, high-grade 
seed—5 pounds to 1,000 square feet. 

Nurse such as ryegrass and 
red top are best omitted from the seed 
mixture. These are impermanent grasses. 
and a high percentage of them in the 
mixture may impede permanent grass.

Planting Time for Fruits 


Almost all tree fruits, except cherries, 
should be planted in fall. In the case of 
peaches, the region dictates whether fall 
or spring planting is better. In sections 
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at the limit of this fruit’s hardiness, 
spring planting is preferable. 
For all fruits, two-year-old trees get 


off to a better start than one-year-olds, 
although the risk is less with the latter. 
It’s questionable whether it’s practical 
to set out fruit trees older than two years. 
Much depends upon how they are han-

Landseaping Rules 


A good deal of the landscaping still 
practiced today went out with the twen 
ties! It should have died a quick. total! 
death then, never to be resurrected. Yet 
because some of these appalling mon- 
strosities are yet in view, they are stil! 
copied to “ornament” modern-day homes. 

Architecture has changed; concepts 
of space have changed. It’s 
revised these old-type plantings around 
our homes to conform to good taste. 
Many of these plantings, of course. never 
were in taste. A case in point: hard solid 
conifers (arborvitae) at the corners of 
the house and at the front door. These 
plants draw attention to themselves, not 
to the house, for they are totally unre- 
lated to the structure. Near the ranch- 
type house, they are deadly. Interrupting 
space, they also interrupt the simple 
flowing lines of the house. 

The laws of good landscaping include 
the use of low base plantings which 
conform to line, slightly different plant 
forms to mark the entrance door as dis- 
tinct from the rest of the building, and 
loose plants continuing past the house 
to the sides.

Soil Conditioners 


Through actual experience, many of 
us by now have a pretty good under- 


standing of the function and value of 
soil conditioners. First of all, of course, 
they are not fertilizers nor are they sub- 
stitutes for humus. They simply condi- 
tion a soil—give it better tilth. Their 
greatest value is on heavy soils. But 
they must be correctly used. The soil 
must first be dug. lumps broken down 
and the whole made fine. Then the con- 
ditioner, which prevents the soil from 
again getting sticky and lumpy, is added 
and thoroughly mixed in. However, if 
the conditioner is just sprinkled over 
the surface of a heavy soil, it does little 
good. In fact, you may have trouble 
breaking down the lumps afterwards. 
But when used in the manner described.

Propagation Notes 


Many plants increase so easily that 
a constant supply of new ones can be 
had without carrying along those which 


have become poor. Coleus, geraniums, 
fuchsias, salvia, begonias and even 


petunias produce excellent plants from 
cuttings or slips taken now. These 
should be cut 3 to 4 inches long from 
the tops or tips of the plants, not from 
the older part of the stem, with a keen, 
smooth blade. The cut should be made 
straight across, not on the slant. The 
lower leaves on each cutting should be 
cut off, not pulled off. 

The cuttings should then be inserted 
in pure, moist sand in a flat or pot 
indoors, where they should root in three 
to four weeks. As soon as the roots are 
14 inch long, the cuttings can be potted 
up in a half sand, half soil mixture 
with a little peatmoss and a very little 
dried cow manure added. 


Rock Garden Cleanup 


Rock garden plants grow into tangled 


masses in a_ short time. Overgrown 
plants should be separated and the 
more vigorous kinds cut back. Weak 


should be dis 
hen-and-chickens, 


and diseased material 
carded. Rosettes of 
the saxafrages, androsace and the like 
should be separated and if possible 
potted up and placed in a coldframe. 
If you have no coldframe, simply sepa- 
rate and replant them. 

In the case of all rock garden plants, 
cut back all dead stems and leaves and 
remove all debris. Give all plants a top 
dressing of equal parts soil, sand and 
leafmold, plus a small amount of bone- 
meal and dried cattle manure. 


In the Coldframe 


Now, as in spring, the coldframe can 
be worked to capacity. Seedlings of 
biennials and perennials now being re- 
moved to the garden will make room for 
young transplants of lettuce, endive 
and Chinese cabbage sown last month. 
Plants from seed sown in September 
will not mature even in the coldframe 
in most northern sections. 


However. a sowing this month of 
radishes, such as Scarlet Globe variety, 
will mature into a_ tasty vegetable. 


Seedling onions, if obtainable, and up- 
land cress put in now will furnish fresh 
greens until after Thanksgiving. 

If ornamental plants are desired in 
the coldframe rather than vegetables, 
sweet violets are an excellent subject 
to set in now. But to get flowers, full- 


grown plants must be used. Mix leaf- 
mold or old rotted manure into the 


soil, and after planting, shade the glass 
during the day only. Leaf disease will 
attack if foliage is wet at night.

After 
the sod is thoroughly broken up.’ fer- 
tilizer and lime should be applied as

make a fine seedbed. Seed of the de- 
sired mixture is then sown as for a 


new lawn and the area rolled to insure 
good germination. 

Another of the jobs that come at this 
season of the year for which your gar- 
den tractor will be useful is the plant- 
ing of cover crops to be plowed under 
as green manure in the spring.

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West Coast Gardening

N PLANNING the autumn garden re- 

member the peacemaking qualities 

of gray-leaved plants—they serve to 
harmonize clashing colors in the garden. 
By poking about in various nurseries you 
can pick up a refreshing assortment of 
silver leaved plants. Others can be grown 
from seed and many a choice platinum 
blond from South America, South Africa 
or the Mediterranean finds a comfortable 
home in West Coast climates. 

Now on the market is Southern Calli- 
fornian Eriogonum crocatum, which car- 
ries its argent qualities to absolute white 
in the pretty foliage. This easily grown 
treasure is at home all up the Pacific 
Coast—as it is in England. 

Glorybind, Convolvulus cneorum, and 
garland flower, Leucophyta browni 
(Calocephalus browni), are better known 
but still not appreciated and you can’t 
so wrong with the right artemisias or 
wormwoods, especially the dwarfs. The 
delectable Artemisia pycnocephala, a 
sand hill plant of California is available, 
too. All through the year the pearly 
featheriness of its soft foliage is there.

This is as good a time as any to plant 
succulents and it’s high time I said some- 


thing about this group of plants. Soil: 
one part loam, two parts coarse sand, 


one part leafmold.

Most succulents need 
a free circulation of air and water 
when they become dry. Echeveria deren- 


hergi is grand either in the garden or 
as a pot plant. It forms a colony of 


rosettes of pale green leaves topped with

Echeveria rosea grandis has_beauti- 
fully edged leaves of gray green flushed 
with rose.

For those of us who long to grow 
crocus as we did in cold weather states, 
Sternbergia lutea from southern Europe 
is supposed to be a solace. I do not 
find it so, for sternbergia is blooming this 
month when we are still wallowing in 
flowering plants. It doesn’t even belong 
to the crocus family but is a little amaryl- 
lidaceae. The 6-inch stalk holds a large 
funnel-shaped flower of bright yellow 
while the basal leaves are bright green. 


San Joaquin and 
Sacramento Valleys 


Though chrysanthemums are 
pins when it comes to autumn 
it is sometimes pleasant to turn their 
effulgence into the quieter pictures 
achieved by discriminately mixed plant- 
ings. Among fall bloomers to be used in 
these combinations is hardy, bright blue 
plumbago, Ceratostigma plumbaginoides

(and other ceratostigmas). Crimson 
flag, Schizostylis coccinea var.

Haggerty, which is a Kafir lily in lovely 
salmon shades, can also be used along 
with hybrid kniphofia (torch lily or poker 
plant) in yellow, various and in 
blendings of these colors. Cupheas can 
be used effectively in mixed plantings 
and never forget the ruddy yellow-eyed 
and black-eyed susans, Rudbeckia hirta 
hybrids. You can see all these in bleom 
now in Big Valley nurseries. 

It seems redundant to remind Big Val- 
ley gardeners to continue watering peren- 
nial phlox, cannas, zinnias and such and 
to tell them not to neglect the deciduous 
shrubs now making new growth.

In a period when collectors of native 
plants grow fewer, it is a joy to receive 
a choice list from an experienced col- 
lector of Northwest alpines.

N one old garden I know and love 
there are countless crocus which 
come up each year and dot the 
lawns with their bright colors. My own 
snowdrops are an annual pleasure and 
surprise. The scillas are never failing 
and the Dutch iris and Iris pumila are 


joys indeed. 


PLANTING BULBS. iris of all 
kinds. and seeds to cover the bulb beds 
is the order of the day in our gardens 
this month. Plan the groupings so there 
will be harmonious rhythms of color 
among the daffodils and iris and all the 
lilies. As the years pass. you will surely 
forget the groupings made long ago 
and they will continue to bring you 
surprise and joy. 


ROSES of this month are always the 
best of the year—that is. if you have 
watched them and cared for them 
properly. The pests are not difficult to 
destroy but one has to be at them all 
the time. Mulches are needed in this 
climate more than in colder ones. But 
the harvest is so entrancing that all 
the work is a constant pleasure and the 
glory of the flowers never fails. 


LAWNS must be seeded to winter 
rye this month. The heavy summer 
grasses need to be. mown closely and 
then the rye seed sown over the lawns 
and raked Fertilizer will add to the 
speed of growth. No one thing adds 
more to our gardens down here than 
the green lawns of winter. So. get your 
Italian Rye seed and sow it now. 


CAMELLIA plantings’ should _ be 
made now. The plants are sent to us 
in tin cans which can be put in the 
ground without disturbing the roots. 
for soon the moisture in the soil will 
disintegrate the tin and the roots will 
spread from the plant and make fine 
growth anywhere. 

Three inches of oak leaves make the 
best mulch for both azaleas and camel- 
lias and the mulch should never be 
disturbed. Just add new mulches on 
top of the old and leave them alone. 
Last winter my 
steadily from late 
Easter and they gave flowers daily for 
me and friends all over. 


IRIS KAEMPFERI which _ thrives 
only in the swamps of this country as 
well as along the canals of Japan. will 
grow well with a deep mulch loam that 
can be kept wet as needed. Now is the 
time to lift and divide them or to start 
new plantings.»

FELIX R. TYROLER SUGGESTS SOME APPROPRIATE SETTINGS FOR TULIPS 


Tulips are among the most brilliant 
and most cheerful of spring flowering 
plants. Fortunately, too, they are among 
the easiest to work with in the creation 
of artistic landscape effects. If you buy 
top grade bulbs and follow a practical 
plan when you plant them this fall, 
tulips just can’t disappoint you. 

For good landscape effect, tulips 
should always be massed. If you plant 
them in clumps in a mixed perennial 
border or elsewhere, each clump should 
consist of at least a dozen bulbs. And 
itll be even more effective if it consists 
of a dozen and a half or two dozen. If 


you plant them in beds, each color 
area should be large enough to stand 


out as an individual entity when viewed 
from a distance. Depending on the 
size of the bed and the distance from 
which it may be viewed, this means that 
each color area should consist of from 
a dozen to several dozen bulbs. Never 
“spot” tulips here and there individually 
and never string them out in scanty 
single rows. 

Various low to medium height plants 
can be combined with tulips—either 
planted in front of them or interspersed 
with them—to insure a pleasing color 
combination. Among these are dwarf

phlox, forget-me-nots, candytuft, alys- 
sum, aubrieta, arabis, primroses, pansies, 
dwarf azaleas, and the like. The colors 
of both the tulip and the companion 
plant should, of course, be borne in 
mind when vou make your choice, and 
if in doubt use white-flowered com- 
panions. 

To provide bloom after the tulips are 
finished, you can choose from a wide 
variety of annuals, from summer and 
fall flowering bulbs like gladiolus and 
dahlias, or from late flowering herba- 
ceous perennials like hardy asters and 
chrysanthemums. If you'd like to, you 
can duplicate the tulip color scheme with 
the plants that follow them—for instance, 
red and white zinnias can be planted 
to follow red and white tulips—or you 
can change the picture entirely by 
choosing different colored follow-ups.
